to he tiddly. It was manly in young 
Jhiniel, almost alone lo stand up for 
(jod befoie a heathen King and to 
stand for Him 
until Unit heathen 


King, by royal decree, directed ttiat 
men shtiuU! tremble and fear before 
the (lod of Diinlel. 
It is my purpose this afternoon, to 


talk lo yim alniut manliness of God- 
liness, to show the manliness nf being 
n Christian, In tliis nge of ui<akling.s 
In Christ's service. It is well to hold 
up the xtai.dard of a manly t liristian 
character and high purpose and look 
at this subject In three aspects. First, 
it is manly to become fiimili tr with 
the Bible." You would not think it 
strange for the snilor in the darkness 
of H storm, when his vcascl is being 
tossed like u play-thing, to go (hum 
into bis cabin and study his chart, 
you would say that that Is wliat It is 
given him for. True, it would not 
iln him any good when safe in harbor 
to study It.

What do you think of a man 


who refuses to consult the chart and 
compass that tlod has given him for 
the storms and turmoils and battles 
nf life until the end of bis Illi-? You 
nay that is foolish. Ob, my friends, 
vou do not know what it Is, 3011 who 
have not become familiar with that 
book. You do not know what it is 
to lie without .t—you have always 
lived in a community where that 
book has ruled. 
Yc.u do not know 


what it is to be In a uomiiiuniiy with- 
out the Fiole. I want lo MIV this 
iitlcnioon Ihat there is no community 
in this hroad country of ours whore 
you would be siife either In life or 
pro|ierty, lor an hour, if it were not 
tor tliat book. 


1 heard some time uco of n young 


man who boasted of his infidelity. 
He had many weighty arguments 
with bis Christian companions. One 
day lie said: " I w l s h J couhl go to 
some plncc where there was no Bible 
or church, where I would not hear 
either of them mentioned." It was 
not long until the linn for which he 
worked sent him to u far western 
frontier town where there was no 
liible and no church. He had not 
lien there two weeks liefore lie wrote 
back to one of his Christian coin- 
imnions saying: "For God's pike send 
me a llihle and bring out a [readier, 
there Is no Bible or church here and 
It Is hell without it." 1 say it would 
be bell in any community in this 
great country of ours today If it were 
not for that liook. 


A man In liondon one day deter- 


mined to take a needed vacation of 
two weeks and said lo his clerk: "I 
want you to go over my mail and 
those that are important, I vant yon 
to answer and the rest just throw Into 
this drawer and when I come home 
and have a little leisure time, 1 will 
look over It." He came back a week 
or rwo afterward and pulled open 
the drawer to go over the mail. He 
found a letter whloh had not lieen 
opened, thrown tbeie as worthless 
Into the drawer. He tore it open 
and found it was a letter from Queen 
Victoria, who wanted to l«stow a 
title upon him. 
Hhe would wait 


thirty days for his reply as to 
whether he would accept It. 
He 
looked at tin- date of tbe letter and 
the dale on the calendar and found 
that twenty-nine days had already 
passed. He wrote and explained tbe 
delay and accepting the title. He got 
it, but he almost missed It. Think 
of the risk that he ran; and the man 
that refuses to become familiar with 
tbe Bible 
is losing more than all

study any book, you are thinking of 
other things rather than books then. 
What would you think of a man who 
did not study tbe law* of health un- 
til be lay on bl« death-bed, until be 
ia done with fan life physical, done 
•rltb that poor body, the law* of 


health he did not need on Ills death- 
bed. This Book is mado for life; it is 
to guide you through the storms and 
turmoil- of your daily life. It is not 
Intended for death. Thunk God it 
does show us that the dying thief uas 
saved even on the cniss, hut you 
know there is not one In » thousand 
that are saved on the death-bed. It 
Is not Intended for death, it is for 
life. 


There was a man condemned for 


murder and sentenced to be hanged. 
The minister came to sec him in bin 
cell and brought him a Bible and 
told him he wanted him to read it. 
After be studied It over, he totd the 
minister how much lie had enjoyed 
it. 
His appeal to a higher court was 


successful and he was granted a new 
trial. 
The minister came baik to 


congratulate him and tbe mun hand- 
ed tin' Bible buck to the minister and 
sul'l: "Much obliged lo you, sir, I 
hope I will never nave any use for It 
again." What was the idea'.' That 
that book was intended for death and 
as he did not cx|iect to die, he had no 
more use for it.

I beard i f a young man who in- 


tended to take u trip lo the West In- 
die*. He did not btivo much money 
hut had a great desire to take. the. tiiji. 
By the lime be bought bis passage, 
he bud no money left, lie bought 
some crackers and cheese to satisfy 
hunger on the voyage, l-'or several 
dtiys he munched his crackers and 
cheese while the other pusscnge-i sat 
down to the most lucimis viand-. 
He 


liegun to In1 very, very hungry and on 
the day before the. vessel landed he 
met the steward coming lo the dining 
room with a larjjc turkey. He could 
stand it no longer anil said : ".Stew- 
ard, what will it cost me to huve a 
dinner otf of that turkey'."' "Cost 
you, man? Why that all goes in with 
vour passage." That man hud been 
living on stale crackers and mildewed 
cheese while be cculd have had tur- 
key. 
I know men who arc living on 


stale crackers and mildewed cheese 
when they could have had the riehcs 
that God 1ms promised. Men, it is 
manly to study this hook. It is given 
you for your guidance through l i f e ; 
'it Is given you for tbe battles and tur- 


ills of life. 
\ little drummer hoy iu the Civil 


Wur loe.t his testament, 
Jt had been 


given him in Sunday school nt home, 
mid he lost it on the battlefield. 
He 


sat do\\ n day after duy \i riting verse 
after vcive from memory on the drum 
bend. Do you think u hen he went to 
battle, his iKilting \viis any less inimi- 
cal because he was beating upon God's 
woid? Jt strengthened him and guid- 
ed him and helped him. 


All the problems that confront soci- 


ety today ; all great questions that are 
disturbing 
us, arc sohcd in that 


hixik. The question of human happi- 
ness; how to live toother; how 10 
use wealtli; the great ami perplexing 
question of capital mid hihor; the 
mutter of the UMsts, are all settled by 
that book. 
You do not think it is 


unmanly to study these questions. 
All are In this book and the manly 
thing is to is study them. Ob, men, 
if wt do not study it for anything 
else, we should love it for what it lias 
gone through, love it fol tbe battles 
It has fought, for the way it lias lifted 
women, for whut it ha* done for so- 
ciety. Jt has won every buttle that 
It lias been engaged In. 
Fierce and 


uiuliciollH have been tbe attacks upon 
it. 
J read in 
tin* ptipcr tbe other 


day that a short time before his death 
Ktihert Ingcrsoll sat down and wrote: 
"In about ten years time tbe Jiible 
mid cbrlstinn religion will be, relics 
of the past." Today on the site of 
tliu very room in which Robert Ing- 
crsoll wrote that line, there stands, 
pointing-to heaven, a Young Men's 
Christlull Association that is refuting 
his challenge, and denying the charge. 


At the close of the Civil War, in 


the city of Washington, there was a 
grand review of the army. 
For hours 


and dtiys, tbe people stood shouting 
themselves hoarse us rank after rank 
passed. 
Why? 
Because they were 


looking into the faces of bron/.od vet- 
erans who had fought on the bultle- 
lield for their country and had sus- 
tained tbe honor and glnrv of their 
Hag. This book, lung before the Civil 
Wur, and for all the years since, has 
IHCII lighting iiutUes of principle and 
it is here today lietter even Ihun the 
bronzed veterans, for it bears no scars; 
it is never downed uiul It is manly to 
become familiar with it. Jt ia manly 
to understand our relation to God in 
this world. 
There are many meu 


who expect to solve that problem. 
They expect at deuth, they wilt have 
lo solve the problem of their relation to 
Oocl. I say it is manly to understand 
our relation to God, here and now in 
thi* world. Your relation to God in 
the world to come will he Just what 
vour relation to him is on your death 
bed. Here is a man who takes out a 
ten thousand dollui insurance policy. 
After he gets that policy he looks at 
it and It says every year be must pay 
so much annual premium. He says 
to himself: "That is only a formal 
mutter; J won't pay that year by 
year, sometime when J um ready I 
will pay the whole thing together." 
He docs not nay It aud he dies with 
it unpaid. His widow goes to the 
company and presents tbe policy and 
says: "J want ten thousand dollars, 
here is the policy of insurance that 
promises ten thousand dollars," "Jint 
it has lapsed, your husband did not 
pay." "I have tho money, 1 will 
pay it now." 
"Oh no. just what the 


policy was when he died is just what 
it is now, you cannot change it; you 
cannot pay It now." 
Oilmen, llieic 


is ninny a man who hopes be can es- 
tablish a right relation to God as he 
passes from this world. He cannot 
do it, you must be iu the right rela- 
tion to God in this life. 


A little girl who had often heard 


about death, and who hud not a 
chilstlun father said, "Pupa do we 
all die?" "Yes." "Will we all lie 
sent for to come out of this uorld, 
papa? When will we be sent for?" 
(Jt was beginning to get uncomfort- 
able for the father) He said he did 
not know. That little girl then looked 
with pure eyes into her father's face 
and said, "1'apa, if we are going to 
lie sent for, mid if we do not know 
when, don't you think we ought to 
have our trunks packed?" Oh ! men 
1 say to you this afternoon, you 
know you will be sent for, but you 
do nut know when. Don't you think 
you ought to have your trunks packed? 
Do not you think you ought to be in 
tbe right relationship 
with

I do not think there is a more dis- 


gusting sight in a court of justice 
than to see a lot of ignorant foreigners 
standing before a court with uplifted 
hands aud swear to support the Con- 
stitution of this government, of which 
they never read, and do not know a 
word about: do not know the rela- 
tionship to the ruler of this country. 
Is that any more disgusting than a 
lot of great stalwart men going 
through this world ignorant of the 
government of tbe great Uod; ignor- 
ant of tbe ruler iu whose bands is tbe 
government, and In whose hands is 
heir life. No, it Is manly to consider 
our relationship to Uod. Uod is our 
maker and He only understands us. 
Uur friend! misunderstand us, our 
enemies misrepresent us, only Uod 
knows us, only to him can we come 
U tbe perlli bcwt us; only to Him 


go

ctm we come if anything is wrong. 
He will understand. 


Who understands best the mechan- 


ism of u watch? You have a very 
handsome wat^h, something Is wrong 
with it, where would you rather take 
it? Why, to the man who made it, 
if you rould reach him ; you would go 
to the man who made it because he 
understands every wheel. He under- 
stands the whole mechanism of that 
watch and you can trust him. 


Who knows our physical frame like 


the old family physician that has 
stood by all of us wliun we were born, 
who has bct'it consulted all down 
through the years of our life and 
knows every ache and pain in 
UH, 


We go lo him. we call on him, we 
trust him. Why not go to the one 
who made us when anything is wrong 
with us inside. 
Why not go to God 


who innde us? Why not understand 
now apd forever our relationship to 
Him? There is something within us 
that responds only lo His touch. Yon 
may not jet have found it, but you 
can not go through life without, it 
at some period. There in something 
within you that responds only to the 
touch of the Master's hand.

history of cvenis. On that dav for 
over three hours we shall he viewing 
the sun through the great blazing 
head of a comet according to the 
promises of the scientists. 


Of a sudden our earth, .swinging 


through space at (15,000 miles an hour, 
will plunge into the tall of Halley's 
comet, close to the neck of It. 
The 


tail will have been whipped against 
us nt its own speed of 105,000 miles un 
hour. 
Thus this globe will 
dive 


through the luminous haze at ti total 
speed of 170,000 miles per hour, 47 
miles per second, the earth entirely 
immersing herself 
in the celestial 


mist in less than three minutes. 
Yet 


so thick is I lie lull at the point of 
perforation-(100,000—that we shall be 
nearly three hours and a half passing 
through. 


WHAT WtLL HAPPEN? 


What will happen? No two scient- 


ists agree In detail. Thcv are, how- 
ever, practically certain there will he 
no harm done to any creature of the 
earth, save the harm which fear does. 
Hut the superstitious are almost cer- 
tain to be stricken with mortal terror 
during that three hours. 


For those three hours will show to 


nieii the most sublime, awe-inspiring 
display of heavenly fireworks this 
earth has witnessed since space roared 
with the primordial flames of crea- 
tion, the astronomers say. 
Hut the 


chancei are It will be nothing but 
light -tornHo, hut harmless. For our 
sunlight during those 205 minutes will 
be filtered through the comet's head 
or nucleus (the head will he eclipsing 
the sun) and that head will have lust 
come from a bulli in the very flames 
oflhesun. This gaseous head, 51 times 
as big as our earth and only 14,000,000 
miles away (a mere step compared 
w i t l i the distance to the sun), will he 
boiling, fuming, exploding, blasting, 
in titanic convulsions of heat nfler Its 
recent experience. 


ONE Ol'lIEK EXPKJIIENCE. 
And it is through such a lens our 


sunlight must conic filtered for three 
hours and a half Muy IS. 


We, indeed, have one slight previ- 


ous eKpC'rluiiee with the tail of a 
coinut. On June HI), 1801, we snipped 
through part ul the tall of Tehbet's 
comet. But it was a mere wisp or 
tail -Jusl u thieuil ut the extreme end 
of the tail's iM.OOO.OOO miles of length 
—a hair a sennt 8000 miles Iliiek.

What effect the adventure will have 
pon Ihe earth is disputed. Comets 


are little understood. There are in- 
struments which can detect 
their

beyond those known facts cuch ncien- 
ti.st has different explanation. 


A lecent theory h that the comet 


nucleus or head is simply an enor- 
mous gas lens, mid what appears to 
be u tail is, in reality, only the pen- 
cil of concentrated sunlight such as 
proceeds 
from an ordinary search- 


light. Outside of this pencil we can 
see its length, but once in it, we 
would observe only an increase In 
the heat and brilliancy of the sun- 
light.

If the eomet's tail it, of gas, at least 


the gus is much diluted, siorae ob- 
servers fear the deadly cyanogen KUB 
wliich if thick would stifle all breath- 
ing things at once. Diluted such a 
gas might turn the whole world very 
sick at its stomach for two or tLree 
hours. 


Sonic predict n display of electrical 


phenomena tremendous but harmless 
as the nuroro borealLs. Deslaridres a 
Frenchman, says the tail Is made up 
of cathode rays, which touching our 
ntmuHphere would become X-rays of 
gieat intensity. The effect of X-rays 
upon air is to wring the water out of 
it. So we may he soaked with ilel- 
uges of rain during our comet bath. 


Some believe the comet's tail is In- 


tensely hot. Hut this heat must be 
thinly 
distributed, 
owing to the 


filmy character of the tail. More- 
over, the earth lias an enveloping 
blanket of cool air to save it. Tlie 
roundryman can wet his linger and 
nlunge it safely into the molten iron. 
The air blanket would act like a 
water jacket. 


There Is a chance yet that we won't 


touch tilt- tail at all. 
The full obser- 


vations have not yet heen taken. The 
Hnal calculations may show that Ihe 
tall will miss the earth by a few 
thousand miles-a microscopical dis- 
tance in space—but still enough so 
that we would pass the tail in oils-fill 
ignorance of its nearness. 


At any rate there seen s little danger 


of any harm to come to us on the 
earth. The thing to do is to hold 
tight, don't lose eouiage and keep 
your eyes open. For your likely to 
see things you can tell about to your 
grandchildren.

Saturn's rlugs we cannot say. whether 
they consist of millions of tiny moons 
like brickbats or whether they nuiy be 
even smaller still—a veil of tiliinlng 
dust. Of Jupiter we can only say that 
It Is covered with clouds. thtmgb of 
their substance we know nothing, 
and, according to Professor Lowell U0<1 
Sir William Huggins, some of the 
bands we see on It may be rifts In the 
clouds revealing the body of the plan- 
et.
